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How many times have you read 
reports of an atito accident when 
a drive was quoted as saying “My 
brakes failed?” 

What would cause a sudden fail- 
ure of brakes which presumably 
had been operating satisfactorily ?_ 

In passenger cars and trucks 
with hydraulic brakes, a failure 
could be caused by the “phanthom 
killer”—a substandard brake fluid. 

To combat this menace, Con- 
‘gress has passed a new law aimed 
at protecting America’s auto own- 
ers against brake failure in an 
emergency. The law prohibits ship- 
ment in interstate commerce of 
any brake fluid: that is not up to 
standard. 

In Florida we have had a brake 
fluid law since 1959, The original 
Taw, passed by the Legislature in 
that year, was found to'be inade- 
quate and was replaced by a new 
one in the 1961 session. Responsi- 
bility for its enforcement is a 
function of the. Department of Ag- 
riculture along with our enforce- 
ment of the laws pertaining to 


gasoline and kerosene inspections.

hydraulic brake systems must 
have a boiling point high enough 
so it does.not vaporize (turn to 
gas) under the heat generated by 
brake drum friction. -Most of to- 
day's fluids that meet. standard 
Specifications are a special blend- 
ing of lubricants, glycols.and gly- 
col ethers—all organic chemicals. 
They remain fluid even under 
stress of emergency braking. 
s... 

In our laboratory analysis of 
brake fluid samples picked up by 
our inspectors around the state, 
we've found some peculiar ma- 
terials. Many were a potential 
traffic hazard. Some werè noth- 
ing but rubbing alcohol. Others 
were rubbing alcohol with some, 
but not enough, of the necessary 
organic. chemicals added. 

A few of the sampes were plair 
denatured alcohol. And one (be- 
lieve is or not) turned out to be 
į moonshine (liquor. One of our in- 
spectors found the owners of sev- 
eral pickup trucks, who did his 
own service work, putting beer in 
the hydraulic brake systems. 

Any liquid would perform temp- 
orarily in a brake syste m—so long 
as it remains a Tiqutd. But a fluid 
that vaporizés_under t is NOT 
safe to use for hydraulic brakes 
because, when it-turns to gas, the 
gas will be compressed instead of 
exerting necessary pressure to 
force the brake shoe against the 
drum.

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that kind of fluid is an apt one. As 
‘the cause of an accident the sub- 
standard brake fluid would many 
times be difficult’ to detect be- 
cause, after a smashup, there’s us- 
ually_time for the brake system to 
cool down before someone thinks 
to test its operation. And after it 
has cooled, the “killer” becomes 
a fluid again, so a test would show 
that the brakes work. 

Only a laboratory analysis of 
the fluid in the car’s system would 
reveal whether it could have been 
the cause of a temporary brake 
failure.

A standard brake fluid can de- 
teriorate if the container is left 
uncovered because the fluid, being 
very hydroscopic, quickly absorbs 
moisture when exposed to air. For 
that reason, purchasers of brake 
fluid in large quantities,’ such as 
a 55-gallon drum, should exercise 
care to see that, the contents are 
protected with air-tight covers for 
any opening.
